CHICAGO  —  A  contract  for  construction  of  a  four  million  dollar 
engineering  building  on  the  campus  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
has  been  awarded  to  Power  Construction,  Inc.,  an  Oak  Park,  Illinois 
general  contracting  firm,  Raymond  J.  Spaeth,  IIT  vice  president  and 
treasurer,  announced  today.   Work  on  the  new  building,  which  will  be 
located  on  the  west  side  of  State  Street  between  31st  and  32nd  Streets, 
will  begin  next  week,  and  it  is  expected  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  by 
November,  1967. 

The  new  structure,  which  is  the  first  and  larger  of  two  new 
engineering  buildings  planned  in  the  current  IIT  development  program, 
will  house  the  departments  of  mechanical  and  aerospace  engineering, 
industrial  engineering,  mechanics,  and  mathematics,  providing  137,000 
sq.  ft.  of  floor  space  on  three  levels  for  laboratories,  classrooms, 
faculty  offices,  a  200-seat  auditorium  and  related  facilities. 

Grants  of  more  than  $1,400,000  toward  the  new  building  have 
been  received  from  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare.   The  balance  required  for  construction  and  equipment  is  being 
sought  through  I IT'S  $25,000,000  Investment  In  Tomorrow  campaign.

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This  building  is  the  second  academic  structure  to  be  built  under  the 
development  program,  the  first  being  the  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences 
Building,  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  this  Fall.   Other  buildings  completed 
or  in  progress  include  a  $825,000  dormitory  and  food  services  addition,  two 
additional  dormitories  costing  $1,500,000,  and  a  $2,000,000  swimming 
pool  and  gymnasium  (Arthur  Keating  Hall) .   A  second  engineering  building, 
which  will  cost  about  $2,000,000,  and  a  $2,800,000  Physics-Chemistry 
Building  are  planned  for  the  near  future. 

Designed  by  Skidmore  Owings  &  Merrill  to  be  in  harmony  with 
existing  campus  architecture,  the  new  engineering  building  will  consist 
of  a  steel  framework  supporting  curtain  walls  of  glass  and  steel 
masonry.

Mechanical  and  Aerospace  Engineering  will  share  the  second  level 
with  Industrial  Engineering,  Mathematics,  and  the  auditorium.   A  complex 
of  three  laboratories  will  serve  Industrial  Engineering.

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Plasma  Research  will  take  up  two  rooms  of  the  Mechanical  and  Aerospace 
Engineering  section,  which  will  also  house  a  Hot  Gas  Laboratory  and 
supersonic  and  hypersonic  wind  tunnels.

CHICAGO  —  "Operation  Transceive,"  a  program  in  which  approximately 
fifty  Chicago-area  high  schools  are  to  be  connected  with  the  I IT 
Computation  Center  was  officially  launched  today  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology. 

The  briefing,  in  Perlstein  Hall  on  the  IIT  campus,  explained  the 
process  of  connecting  the  high  schools  with  I it's  computer  by  means  of 
Illinois  Bell  Telephone  lines  and  teletypewriter  units  installed  in  the 
schools.   Taking  part  were  representatives  of  Illinois  Bell,  members  of 
the  staff  of  the  IIT  Computation  Center  and  personnel  from  participating 
schools. 

In  "Operation  Transceive,"  the  Illinois  Bell  units  in  the  high 
schools  will  convert  IITRAN,  a  student-oriented  computer  language 
developed  by  IIT,  into  impulses  to  be  carried  over  the  Bell  system  to 
the  IBM  360  computer  at  the  university.   The  computer  is  capable  of 
accommodating  several  hundred  remote  teletypewriter  units. 

The  program  is  an  outgrowth  of  computer  courses  for  high 
school  students  and  teachers  which  have  been  conducted  at  IIT 
for  the  last  four  years.   Dr.  Peter  G.  Lykos,  director  of  the 
IIT  Computation  Center,  notes  that  some  five  thousand  students 
and  500  teachers  from  200  high  schools  in  the  Chicago  area  have 
completed  the  courses  in  computer  technology  given  in  special 
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Saturday  sessions  at  the  center. 

Graduates  of  the  courses  have  formed  computer  clubs  in  their 
schools  and  use  their  new-found  knowledge  to  prepare  problems  for 
the  computer  in  science,  math,  business,  economics  and  many  other 
fields.   Teletypes  will  be  installed  in  the  schools'  information 
or  library  resource  centers  and  manuals  will  be  made  available  to 
allow  interested  students  to  pursue  various  aspects  of  computer 
science  on  their  own  or  as  part  of  the  computer  clubs'  activities 
The  schools  will  depend  on  the  IIT  Saturday  program  staff  for 
back-up. 

Dr.  Lykos  stated  that  in  schools  which  have  teachers  with 
some  computer  programming  experience,  such  as  the  IIT  teachers 
computer  workshop  provides,  the  computer  can  be  used  as  a 
support  tool  to  enrich  the  existing  curriculum.  Many  textbooks 
and  workbooks,  he  said,  are  now  available  which  give  familiar 
but  appropriate  problems  in  mathematics,  the  physical  sciences, 
the  biological  sciences  and  business  and  economics. 

"In  some  schools,"  Lykos  said,  "the  teachers  have  had 
sufficient  training  and  experience  so  that  they  will  be  able  to 
develop  a  one-semester  or  even  a  two-semester  course  in  computer 
science,  which  would  consist  of  an  introduction  to  the  computer, 
an  introduction  to  programming,  and  an  introduction  to  some 
important  numerical  mathematical  methods." 

"To  go  beyond  the  'introduction  to  computer  programming'," 
he  continued,  "requires  course  and  curriculum  development.  This 
is  in  rather  a  primitive  state,  but  there  are  a  number  of  places 
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where  cooperative  ventures  are  being  initiated  between  high  schools 
and  universities,  such  as  that  between  IIT  and  several  high  schools 
in  the  Chicago  area.   In  addition,  universities  such  as  IIT  are 
developing  undergraduate  and  graduate  programs  in  computer  and  in- 
formation science  and  courses  are  now  available.   Also,  a  number  of 
high  schools,  as  well  as  junior  colleges,  have  adult  education  pro- 
grams underway  and  the  computer  can  be  used  for  programming  and  data 
processing  courses.   There  is  a  large  and  growing  need  for  this  kind 
of  program.   Computer  professionals  can  be  retained  as  part-time 
instructors . " 

Lykos  pointed  out  that  one  important  aspect  of  computer  pro- 
gramming instruction  and  computer-based  problems  is  the  elimination 
of  that  bane  of  the  teacher's  existence,  homework  grading.   He  pre- 
dicted that  teachers  will  come  to  use  a  conveniently  available 
computer  routinely  for  maintaining  class  records  and  computing 
grades . 

Using  the  Illinois  Bell-IIT  hook-up,  punched  paper  tape  con- 
taining all  of  the  programs  and  data  for  the  day  can  be  started  into 
the  school's  teletype  reader  at  the  end  of  the  school  day  and  left 
unattended.   During  the  night  the  teletype  will  be  interrogated  by 
the  IIT  computer  over  the  phone  line,  the  work  completed  and  the 
results  transmitted  back,  automatically.   Student  records  as  well 
as  student  programs  can  be  handled  this  way. 

As  an  example  of  the  minimum  expense  involved  in  establishing 
instant  communication  between  a  high  school  and  a  major  computer 
center  such  as  that  at  IIT,  Lykos  stated  that  the  use  of  an  Illinois 
Bell  teletype  unit  will  cost  the  Chicago-area  schools  about  $150.00

a  month  for  each  installation.  Processing  a  simple  student  problem 
costs  about  six  cents  in  computer  time,  which,  for  example,  is  much 
less  than  the  cost  of  circulating  a  book  from  a  large  city  library 

Lykos  believes  that  the  IIT  teacher  computer  workshop  series, 
a  six-Saturday  program  during  the  academic  year  or  a  two-week  in- 
stitute during  the  summer,  is  usually  sufficient  to  familiarize 
the  teacher  with  the  workings  of  a  computation  center  and  the 
basics  of  computer  programming. 

"There  is  no  more  effective  way,"  Lykos  said,  "to  dispel  the 
aura  of  mystery  about  the  computer  than  to  have  actual  computer 
experience  by  school  administrators,  teachers,  and  students."

Dr.  John  T.  Ret tal lata,  president  of  I IT,  in  accepting  the  gift, 
stated  that  the  unrestricted  funds  would  be  used  for  the  general 
purposes  of  the  current  $25,000,000  I IT  institutional  development 
program. 

The  $25,000,000  is  being  sought  for  the  achievement  of  the 
institution's  most  urgent  requirements  in  its  long-term  development 
program.   These  include  faculty  additions  and  salary  increases, 
undergraduate  scholarships  and  graduate  fellowships,  equipment  and 
other  program  resources,  and  new  buildings. 
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Eight  new  buildings  have  recently  been  completed,  are  under 
construction,  or  are  planned  for  the  immediate  future.   These 
include  two  dormitories  costing  a  total  of  $1,500,000  plus  an 
$825,000  dormitory  and  food  services  addition,  now  completed;  a 
$3,200,000  Life  Sciences  Building,  a  $2,000,000  swimming  pool  and 
gymnasium  (Arthur  Keating  Hall)  and  a  $4,000,000  engineering  building, 
now  under  construction;  and  a  $2,800,000  Physics-Chemistry  Building 
and  a  second  engineering  building  costing  $2,000,000,  to  be  built 
in  the  near  future.

CHICAGO  —  A  gift  of  $113,000  to  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology 
from  the  Sterling  Morton  Charitable  Trust  was  announced  today  by 
its  trustees  -  Mrs.  Sterling  Morton,  Mrs.  Suzette  Morton  Zurcher 
and  Mr.  Clayton  J.  Adams.   The  funds  will  be  applied  to  the  construction 
of  an  auditorium  in  the  Life  Sciences  Building  now  nearing  completion 
on  the  I IT  campus. 

In  accepting  the  gift,  I IT  President  John  T.  Rettaliata  said 
that  the  auditorium,  which  seats  250  persons  and  can  be  divided  into 
three  separate  teaching  areas,  will  be  named  for  the  late  Sterling 
Morton,  formerly  president  of  Teletype  Corp.,  an  IIT  trustee,  and 
the  son  of  Joy  Morton,  founder  of  the  Morton  Salt  Company  and  of  The 
Morton  Arboretum  at  Lisle,  Illinois. 

The  Life  Sciences  Building,  which  will  open  during  the  1966 
Fall  semester,  is  a  four-level  structure  on  the  corner  of  31st  and 
State  Streets,  designed  by  the  architectural  firm  of  Skidmore,  Owings 
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and  Merrill  In  harmony  with  the  master  plan  for  the  I IT  campus  drawn 
up  by  Mies  van  der  Rohe .   Eventually,  the  building  will  be  entirely 
occupied  by  the  university's  department  of  psychology  and  education 
and  the  department  of  biology  with  their  related  research  centers. 

Built  as  a  steel  frame  supporting  glass  and  brick  curtain  walls, 
the  building  has  among  its  unusual  features  an  anechoic  (echoless) 
chamber;  a  psychological  testing  center  with  a  private  entrance 
and  a  children's  therapy  room;  a  laboratory  for  animal  study  including 
dark,  cold,  and  instrument  rooms;  and  two  domed  rooms  to  be  used  for 
studies  of  loss  of  orientation. 

The  Life  Sciences  Building  is  one  of  eight  new  buildings 
being  constructed  in  the  course  of  IIT's  current  $25,000,000 
development  program.

CHICAGO  —  The  appointment  of  Dr.  Barry  Bernstein  as  professor  of 
mathematics  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  was  announced  today 
by  Dr.  Martin  A.  Elliott,  IIT  academic  vice  president . 

Dr =  Bernstein,  a  native  of  New  York,  worked  with  the  National 
Bureau  of  Standards  in  Washington  previous  to  his  appointment  to  the 
IIT  faculty,   A  specialist  in  the  mechanical  applications  of  mathematics, 
Dr.  Bernstein  was  associated  at  the  Bureau  of  Standards  with  a  group 
studying  the  elasticity  and  fluidity  of  common  materials.   Last  July, 
Dr.  Bernstein  and  other  members  of  the  group  received  the  Bureau  of 
Standards  Certificate  of  Achievement  for  a  report  on  their  work  entitled, 
"Theory  of  the  Perfect  Elastic  Fluid." 

Through  their  work,  Dr.  Bernstein  explained,  the  group  was  able 
to  predict  the  behavior  of  materials  and  the  rate  of  change  and  recovery 
of  form.   "The  most  obvious  example  of  a  visco-elastic  material  is,  of 
course,  rubber,  but  other  materials — such  as  egg  white,  plastics, 
adhesives,  wood  and  some  biological  fluids — have  properties  which  give 
them  the  ability  to  alter  form  and  recover  original  shape,"  he  said. 
"We  studied  the  phenomena  directly  rather  than  through  molecular 
considerations  and  we  measured  time  effects  of  large  deformations."

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The  author  of  numerous  technical  papers,  Bernstein,  35,  also  has 
had  poetry  published.   He  has  taught  at  Indiana  University,  the  University 
of  Maryland,  Catholic  University  and  Purdue  University. 

At  IIT  he  will  teach  differential  equations  in  the  mathematics 
department  and  a  course  on  the  mechanics  of  deformable  bodies  in  the 
department  of  mechanics  and  engineering  sciences  during  the  fall 
semester . 

After  11  years  of  research  for  the  government  and  part-time  teaching, 
Dr.  Bernstein  says  he  looks  forward  to  pursuing  his  original  plans  to 
teach  full  time  at  a  university.   He  says  that  he  also  looks  forward 
to  continuing  research — -particularly  to  working  with  IIT  faculty  members 
in  other  departments ,

CHICAGO  --  The  acquisition  of  an  electron  microscope  with 
magnification  power  of  up  to  250,000  times  actual  size  by  the  department 
of  metallurgical  engineering  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology  was 
announced  today  by  Dr.  Paul  Gordon,  chairman  of  the  department. 

The  model  JEM  7  microscope,  manufactured  by  the  Japan  Electron 
Optics  Laboratory  Company,  is  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  Midwest 
according  to  Gordon.   It  was  acquired  through  the  use  of  matching  funds 
made  available  through  Title  VI  of  the  Higher  Education  Act  of  1965 
(administered  through  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare)  and  IIT  money. 

William  R.  Warke,  IIT  instructor  in  metallurgical  engineering, 
said  the  microscope  is  used  in  fractography,  the  study  of  fractures  in 
metals.   In  the  study  of  the  internal  structure  of  metals,  it  acts 
as  a  camera  as  well  as  a  magnifier.   Warke  explained  that  such  studies 
are  extremely  useful  in  determining  the  causes  of  plane  crashes  and 
ships  breaking  up  at  sea,  among  other  uses.   He  said  there  is  a 
tremendous  demand  for  people  trained  in  electron  microscopy  by  industry, 
research  laboratories  and  in  education.

CHICAGO  —  The  Air  Force  ROTC  Detachment  at  Illinois  Institute 
of  Technology  recently  acquired,  through  General  Services  Administration, 
two  surplus  nose  cones  and  guidance  systems  from  the  MGM-13A  Mace-A 
Missile.   The  nose  cones  and  associated  test  equipment  are  valued 
at  $245,945  and  will  be  used  as  instructional  aids  to  familiarize 
IIT  cadets  with  the  theory  and  components  of  inertial  guidance  systems. 

The  nose  cones  were  manufactured  by  Goodyear  Aircraft  Corporation 
of  Akron,  Ohio,  for  the  Mace-A  Missile,  a  tactical,  air  breathing  surface- 
to-surface  missile  in  service  with  the  U.  S.  Air  Force.   The  Mace-A 
has  a  speed  of  650  mph  and  a  range  of  almost  700  miles  and  can  carry  a 
nuclear  or  a  conventional  warhead.   It  is  being  replaced  by  the  Mace-B, 
which  has  a  1200  mile  range. 

One  of  the  guidance  units  will  be  available  to  Air  Force  ROTC 
students  as  a  laboratory  project.   They  will  be  able  to  dismantle  the 
unit  in  order  to  study  and  test  the  various  components.   The  second  Mace 
nose  cone  unit  will  be  utilized  as  a  permanent  display  so  that  students 
may  familiarize  themselves  with  the  basic  principles  of  missile  guidance 
systems.

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CHICAGO  --  A  "ground  floor"  understanding  of  new  power  and 
energy  concepts  by  regulatory  bodies,  to  prevent  delay  or  even 
stifling  of  progress,  was  called  for  by  Commissioner  Carl  A.  Bagge, 
Vice-Chairman  of  the  Federal  Power  Commission,  speaking  today  at 
the  25th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Institute  of  Gas  Technology,  an 
affiliate  of  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology,  on  the  IIT  campus 
in  Chicago. 

Bagge  suggested  that  some  mechanism  be  worked  out  through  which 
the  regulatory  engineer  could  participate  in  the  evolution  of  a 
technological  proposal  to  provide  the  broadest  possible  background 
and  knowledge  to  the  Commission  for  its  evaluation  when  it  reached 
the  level  of  a  workable  idea . 

Some  criticism  of  regulatory  lags  in  the  approval  of  safety 
assurances  for  certain  revolutionary  energy  storage  and  transmission 
concepts  has  been  voiced  recently.   Bagge 's  remarks  presumably 
addressed  themselves  to  this  reproach  of  developmental  lags.

Bagge 's  subject,  "Technological  Commitment:   Vanguard  or 
Rear  Guard?"  followed  an  examination  of  the  "Roadblocks  to 
Progress"  in  the  gas  industry  by  the  staff  and  members  of  IGT, 
the  non-profit  research  and  educational  facility  for  the  gas  industry 

After  congratulating  the  discussion  leaders  for  their  analysis 
of  the  specific  problems  of  personnel,  marketing  and  technology,  Mr. 
Bagge  discussed  at  some  length  what  regulation  must  do  to  help  solve 
these  problems. 

"Regulation  must  provide  a  climate  where  you  are  encouraged 
to  innovate,"  he  said,  and  added  that  regulation  itself  must  be 
innovative. 

"One  of  the  main  things  regulation  must  always  keep  in  mind, 
Bagge  said,  "is  that  it  operates  within  a  broader  framework  of  an 
enterprise  economy.   This  involves  recognition  that  it  is  the 
enterprise  nature  of  the  regulated  public  industries  and  not  the 
regulation,  which   provides  the  impetus  for  industry  growth  and  the 
incentives  for  innovation." 

In  proposing  ways  in  which  regulation  could  help  the  gas 
industry  solve  some  of  the  problems  cited — particularly  the  personnel 
problem — Bagge  suggested  a  trading  of  engineering  personnel  between 
the  regulating  agencies  and  the  regulated  industries  as  a  possible 
route  to  better  understanding  of  operating  procedure  in  a  real,  not 
a  statutory,  world.

He  also  proposed  a  broadening  of  the  proposed  concept  of 
FPC  acceptance  of  independent  C.P.A.  auditing  of  utility  books  to 
that  of  an  independent  engineering  firm  certificating  construction 
costs  for  a  new  facility. 

Of  the  three  roadblocks  facing  the  gas  industry,  Bagge  singled 
out  technology  as  the  basic  answer  to  the  other  two  problems. 

"If  the  technology  is  there,  the  marketing  and  personnel 
problems  will  be  solved,"  he  said.   Developing  cheaper  and  better 
ways  of  providing  natural  gas  for  new  and  exciting  applications 
will  bring  the  markets  to  the  industry.   He  said  also  that  a  deep 
and  sincere  commitment  to  technological  growth  would  be  a  natural 
attraction  to  bring  innovative,  imaginative  personnel  to  the  field.

CHICAGO  —  The  education  of  psychology  students  in  rehabilitation 
counseling  at  a  university  of  science  and  technology  may  be  unusual, 
but  it's  not  illogical  according  to  Dr.  David  B.  Hershenson,  assistant 
professor  of  psychology  at  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology. 

Dr.  Hershenson  is  coordinator  of  rehabilitation  counselor  education 
at  IIT,  a  program  established  this  year  through  a  grant  of  $42,300 
by  the  Vocational  Rehabilitation  Administration  supplemented  by  IIT  funds. 
The  program  is  a  two-year  post-graduate  course  leading  to  a  master  of 
science  degree  in  rehabilitation  counseling  and  is  the  only  one  of  its 
kind  in  a  technological  university  in  the  country.   It  is  aimed  at 
training  students  to  be  psychological  counselors,  working  with  the 
handicapped.   Such  counselors  evaluate  the  potential  of  the  handicapped 
and  work  with  physicians,  physical  and  occupational  therapists,  social 
workers,  and  other  professionals  to  help  the  handicapped  person  make 
the  maximum  use  of  his  potential  abilities. 

"In  a  technological  university  such  as  IIT,"  Dr.  Hershenson 
explains,  "the  counselor-students  are  surrounded  by  the  apparatus  of 
the  future  and  experiments  which  can  be  adapted  to  helping  the  handicapped 
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in  everyday  life.   A  good  example,"  he  points  out,  "is  the  'moon 
walker, '  which  was  developed  primarily  to  aid  space  men  on  the  lunar 
surface,  but  which  has  proved  useful  in  helping  handicapped  children 
walk  on  earth." 

The  so-called  "eye  switch,"  Dr.  Hershenson  said,  is  another  example 
of  an  engineering  device  in  current  use  to  help  the  disabled.   The 
eye  switch,  by  means  of  a  photo  electric  beam,  allows  a  person  paralyzed 
from  the  neck  down  to  turn  pages  in  a  book  by  moving  his  eyes. 

The  basic  task  of  the  rehabilitation  counselor  is  a  complex  and 
demanding  one,  according  to  Dr.  Hershenson.   "The  counselor  must  accept 
the  handicapped  person — who  is  usually  called  a  client — and  help  him  become 
aware  of  his  capacities,  his  hopes  and  fears,  his  view  of  himself  and 
the  world  around  him,  in  order  to  help  him  find  a  life  for  himself," 
he  said. 

But  the  rehabilitation  counselor's  work  is  not  limited  to  the 
paralyzed  and  amputees  and  those  suffering  from  other  physical  handicaps. 
Dr.  Hershenson  explained  that  they  also  work  with  the  mentally  restored 
(former  mental  patients),  the  retarded,  socially  disadvantaged,  juvenile 
delinquents,  ex-convicts,  alcoholics  and  drug  addicts. 

In  order  to  prepare  students  for  their  future  role,  the  I IT  program 
includes  courses  in  psychological  testing,  personality  theory,  vocational 
development,  abnormal  psychology  and  an  internship  in  a  rehabilitation 
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agency  where  counseling  is  done  by  students  under  supervision. 

Upon  graduation,  students  will  find  employment  opportunities  in 
government  and  private  agencies,  hospitals  and  institutions.   The 
1965  pay  scales  showed  starting  salaries  for  rehabilitation  counselors 
with  master's  degrees  ranging  between  $5,100  and  $8,500  a  year,  according 
to  Dr.  Hershenson.

CHICAGO  —  The  Inauguration  of  a  graduate  program  in  public 
administration  designed  for  beginning  and  mid-career  public  officials 
has  been  announced  by  Illinois  Institute  of  Technology.   The  program 
will  be  supported  in  part  by  a  $50,000  grant   from  the  Bowman  C.  Lingle 
Testamentary  Trust,  set  up  under  the  will  of  Mr.  Lingle,  a  vice  president 
and  director  of  the  Harris  Trust  and  Savings  Bank,  who  died  in  1959. 

In  describing  the  new  program,  Dr.  Martin  A.  Elliott,  academic 
vice  president  of  I IT,  said  its  major  objective  is  to  assist  in 
increasing  the  professionalization  of  public  administration,  particularly 
in  the  Chicago  area.   The  program  will  provide  a  curriculum  for  full-time 
students  and  will  also  permit  practicing  public  administrators  to 
participate  part-time,  in  evening  classes. 

The  grant  awarded  I IT  provides  for  a  Bowman  C.  Lingle  Fellowship 
which  will  be  awarded  annually.   Students  entering  the  Master  of  Public 
Administration  program  who  meet  the  criteria  of  intellectual  ability 
and  interest  in  the  practice  of  public  administration  will  be  eligible 
to  compete  for  the  fellowship  which  provides  a  stipend  of  $4,800.00 
yearly.

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The  director  of  the  program  is  Dr.  Margaret  Go  Oslund,  associate 
professor  in  IIT's  department  of  political  and  social  science.   Before 
coming  to  Chicago,  Dr.  Oslund  taught  public  administration  and  management 
at  the  University  of  Missouri,  Kansas  City,  and  at  the  University  of 
Southern  California,,   She  has  conducted  research  in  various  areas  of 
government  and  is  the  co-author  of  a  monograph;  "The  Politics  of 
Administrative  Behavior." 

Dr.  Oslund,  discussing  the  need  for  the  program,  said,  "It  is 
obvious  that  men  of  good  will  and  serious  intentions  cannot  effectively 
implement  and  guide  complex  public  programs  unless  adequately  trained  to 
do  so   Most  public  administrators  move  into  positions  of  significant 
leadership  responsibility  in  mid-career,  a  time  when  demand  for  performance 
is  paramount,   Our  program  will  provide  opportunities  for  mid-career 
education,," 

Dr.  Charles  A.  Pounian,  personnel  director  of  the  Chicago  Civil 
Service  Commission  and  part-time  lecturer  in  public  administration  at 
I IT,  will  conduct  courses  in  public  personnel  problems.   He  is  responsible 
for  the  Commission's  personnel  program  including  civil  service  examinations, 
recruitment,  training  and  development,  position  classification  and 
salary  administration.   The  Civil  Service  Commission  is  the  central 
personnel  agency  for  the  City  of  Chicago  government,  which  employs

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approximately  46,000  persons.   Dr ,  Pounian  received  his  Ph.D.  in 
psychology  from  I IT  in  1960. 

Courses  in  the  administration  of  complex  organizations  and  in 
budgetary  administration  will  be  taught  by  Dr.  Jim  Munro,  assistant 
professor  of  public  administration.

Dean  Mauksch  pointed  out  that  Dr.  Hayashi  is  taking  over 
leadership  of  a  department  which  has  increased  its  research  volume 
four-fold  in  the  last  five  years,  and  is  now  in  the  process  of  oc- 
cupying laboratories  and  offices  in  the  new  $3,200,000  Life  Sciences 
Building  on  the  campus.   He  said  that  Dr.  Hayashi  is  planning  to 
attract  additional  scientists  to  join  him  in  the  department.   The 
new  biology  facilities,  the  dean  said,  are  designed  to  permit 
maximum  flexibility  to  meet  the  needs  of  a  growing  department. 

In  discussing  his  plans  for  the  department  at  IIT,  Dr.  Hayashi 
stated  that,  since  the  vast  field  of  biology  is  the  most  rapidly 
changing  of  all  the  sciences  in  a  world  that  is  being  changed  by 
science  at  a  rate  that  has  no  historical  parallel,  an  academic 
program  in  biology  must  be  ready  to  innovate.   "It  would  be  rash 
presumption,"  he  said,  "for  anyone  to  claim  to  know  what  the 
biology  of  the  next  twenty  years  will  be,  or  even  to  know  how  to 
prepare  coming  generations  for  this  biology." 

"Two  things  are  quite  certain,"  he  continued.   "Higher  edu- 
cation in  biology  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  the  old  standard 
ways  of  teaching  this  science  are  no  longer  adequate." 

Dr.  Hayashi  indicated  that  tv/o  principles  would  guide  his 
approach  to  an  academic  program  in  biology.   "The  first,  that  the 
scholarly  approach  to  knowledge  and  understanding  make  science  and 
the  humanities  identical,  is  a  concept  of  fundamental  importance 
in  a  science-oriented  world  "  he  said.   "The  second  principle  is 
that  knowledge  and  understanding  stem  not  so  much  from  the  dis- 
covery of  new  facts,  but  from  the  ascertainment  of  new  relation- 
ships between  these  facts."

ADD  2  —  Dr.  Hayashi  Appointment 

Noting  that  the  great  advances  in  biology  during  the  last 
several  decades  have  resulted  from  knowledge  derived  from  the 
physical  and  chemical  sciences,  Dr.  Hayashi  said  that  IIT,  because 
of  its  established  excellence  in  these  fields,  offers  great  op- 
portunities for  fruitful  interaction  between  biological  and 
physical  scientists. 

He  said  that  since  no  single  department  is  large  enough  to 
cover  all  aspects  of  biology  at  the  graduate  level,  faculty  and 
graduate  research  at  IIT  would  concentrate  at  the  level  of  the 
living  cell.   "A  program  of  research  centered  on  the  cell," 
he  said,  "will  aim  to  turn  out  biologists  well-trained  in  the  re- 
lated sciences,  so  that  biophysicists,  chemical  biologists, 
molecular  biologists  and  biochemists  may  all  be  expected  to  emerge 
from  IIT." 

"The  undergraduate  program,"  he  said,  "will  carry  out  the  same 
theme,  suitably  adjusted  to  emphasize  the  liberal  arts  nature  of 
the  subject,  particularly  at  the  elementary  levels.   Adjustment 
will  also  be  necessary  in  consideration  of  the  changing  emphases  of 
biology  teaching  in  the  secondary  schools. " 

"By  bringing  together  the  natural  sciences  in  the  way  that 
they  have  fused  in  modern  biology,"  Dr.  Hayashi  continued,  "the 
excellence  of  the  physical  and  chemical  sciences  already  established 
at  IIT  can  be  utilized  to  interest  talented  students  in  the  field 
of  biology.   Undergraduate  teaching  at  IIT,  in  other  words,  can 
become  a  resource  for  the  development  of  graduate  biology.   Under- 
graduate biology  will  begin  in  the  college  of  liberal  arts,  but, 
it  is  hoped,  will  expand  throughout  the  university."

ADD  3  —  Dr.  Hayashi  Appointment 

With  regard  to  his  own  special  field  of  research,  Dr.  Hayashi 
stated:   "One  of  the  fundamental  properties  of  living  things  is 
movement.   In  higher  forms  this  is  brought  about  by  the  activity 
of  muscles;  but  in  lower  forms,  movement  is  achieved  by  the 
activities  of  cells.   At  the  molecular  level  there  is  some  evidence 
that  all  types  of  movement  have  a  common  basis." 

"The  study  of  movement  at  the  molecular  level,"  he  said,  "has 
been  primarily  developed  in  muscle  by  the  studies  of  contractile 
proteins,  act in  and  myosin.   These  two  proteins  must  interact  in 
some  unknown  way  in  order  to  achieve  the  transformation  of  chemical 
energy  into  kinetic  energy.   My  laboratory  at  IIT  will  be  concerned 
first  with  the  characterization  of  the  protein  actin,  and  secondly 
with  the  interactions  of  actin  and  myosin.   Movement  in  the  test 
tube  has  already  been  achieved,  and  it  is  with  the  hope  of  un- 
raveling the  detailed  reactions  and  energetics  of  this  movement 
that  the  research  will  be  conducted." 

"The  understanding  of  muscle  activity  at  the  molecular  level," 
Dr.  Hayashi  said,  "will  lead  to  the  possibility  of  elucidating  the 
snythesis  of  these  proteins  in  the  muscle  during  the  course  of 
embryonic  development  ,   This,  in  turn,  can  lead  to  our  under- 
standing of  muscle  function  in  common  diseases  such  as  muscular 
dystrophy  and  the  degeneration  of  muscle  with  the  failure  of  nerve 
function,  as  well  as  tho  increase  in  size  and  efficiency  of  muscle 
function  with  use  and  exercise."

ADD  4  --  Dr.  Hayashi  Appointment 

Dr.  Hayashi,  a  native  of  Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  joined  the 
faculty  of  Columbia  University  in  1946,  after  having  taught  and 
conducted  research  in  zoology  at  the  University  of  Missouri  and 
having  been  an  instructor  in  physics  for  the  U.  S.  Army  Air  Force 
during  World  War  II.   He  has  headed  the  Columbia  department  of 
zoology  since  1963.   He  is  the  author  or  co-author  of  approx- 
imately forty  technical  papers  in  the  field  of  cell  physiology, 
and  has  been  the  recipient  of  Guggenheim  and  Fulbright  fellowships. 

He  is  a  member  of  a  number  of  professional  societies,  a  past 
president  of  the  Society  of  General  Physiologists,  a  member  of 
the  National  Research  Council,  a  trustee  of  the  Marine  Biological 
Laboratory,  and  an  honorary  member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.   He  re- 
ceived his  bachelor  of  science  degree  from  Ursinus  College  in 
Pennsylvania  and  did  graduate  work  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania 
and  at  the  University  of  Missouri.   He  received  his  Ph.D.  from  the 
University  of  Missouri  in  1943.
